After Shaky Launching 
Voyager Is Doing Well 


PASADENA, Calif. <UP1) - 
T h e V o y a g e r 2 s p a c e c r a ft 
ap peared to be functioning well 
today a fte r a shaky launch that 
nearly ruined the flight towards 
Jupiter, scientists said Sunday. 
“Two of the three problems, 
which cam e up during 
the 
launch, have diminished som e­ 
w hat,” said Alan Wood of the 
Je t Propulsion Laboratory 
The space probe was laun­ 
ched from Cape C anaveral in 
Florida Saturday morning, but 
its control was taken over by 
JP L here after it separated 
from the launch rocket. 
“T here m ay have been a 
rough launch, but it's a very 
a ccu rate one,” Wood said “ It’s 
on an excellent trajectory and 
we have to do only a m inim um 
m aneuver next week or so to 
bring it close on the target point 
of Ju p ite r.” 
One of the m ajor problems 
was the apparent failure of a 
boom to deploy fully. The boom 
holds the television cam eras 
and science instruments. But 
J P L said 
it 
apparently did 
deploy, at least partially. 
E ngineers now believe it is 
within a very few degrees of full 
d e p lo y m e n t, 
if 
not 
fully 
deployed," Wood said 
A faulty com puter m em ory 
and the malfunction of one of 
three gyroscopes also caused 
som e worry. 
“ T h e 
fau lty 
c o m p u te r 
m em ory 
is 
being checked," 
Wood said. “The science in­

of Voyager 1 for at least two 
days in an effort to learn more 
about the problem s its p re­ 
decessor encountered in S atur­ 


d a y ’s launch.

(U P I) — In 1972 R ichard Clem 
announced the invention of a 
way 
to

autom obile 
engines on cooking oil. 
He w as still 
m aking that 
claim today, even though his 
first prototype m otor fell ap art 
and he had been “strung along” 
by at least 15 com panies before 
he found financial backing. 
Clem, 48, a heavy equipm ent 
operator for the city of D allas 
and part-tim e inventor, says if 
the autom obile industry adopts 
his invention m otorists could 
change the eight gallons of 
vegetable oil only every 150,000 
m iles and never buy any gas. 
“We could get aw ay from this 
ex p en siv e g a s o lin e ,” C lem 
said, and elim inate pollution. 
Clem said he uses vegetable 
oil because his m otor runs at 
300 degrees — a tem perature 
where w ater has boiled aw ay 
and 
conventional 
m otor 
oil 
breaks down. Though he won’t 
divulge m any details of the 
engine, a 12-volt battery ap p a r­ 
ently is the only other source of 
power. 
When Clem finished his first 
vegetable oil engine in 1972, he 
m apped a 600-mile test trip to 
El P aso for the first engine 
model he had financed through 
his earnings. But he only m ade 
it as far as Abilene before the 
“shafts and everything bent in 
it.” 
He blam ed the failure on poor 
construction, too sm all a shaft 
and the use of chains instead of 
gears. U ndaunted, he decided 
to try again, but said, "I needed 
money to build this thing b et­ 
te r.” 
N either the autom obile in­ 
dustry nor the 15 other com ­ 
panies he w rote — som e as far 
away as T aiw an — were in­ 
te re ste d 
in 
fin an cin g 
a 
prototype and then rrianufac- 
turing it 
“They said this thing is not 
feasible according to the laws 
of physics,” Clem said. “But I 
said, ‘Well it does (w ork),and if 
it doesn’t w ork like I said it 
does, you don’t have to give m e 
anything.’” 
He said, "N o com pany w as 
wanting to get into m anufactur­ 
ing of this thing. E verytim e I ’d 
get a good prospect, they’d kick 
it around four or five m onths. 
S eem s like 
som ebody w as 
telling them , ‘Don’t do it.’” 
Then last y ear, he said, a 
large coal com pany offered to 
back him. 
Clem 
refused to 
disclo se 
th e 
n am e 
of 
his 
benefactor, but did say the coal 
com pany had signed contracts 
to sell the engines to power 
com panies for use in pulling 
turbines 
Clem said he expects to finish 
work on the m otor by the end of

Civil Rights Backslide? 


Fair Play In Panama 


After bloody riots in the Canal Zone that left 2b 
dead in 1%4 and after tortuous negotiations since 
then, the United States and Panam a at last have 
agreed “in principle” on the future of the 
Panam a Canal. 
In a historic 
and 
sensible step toward 
decolonialism, the C arter adm inistration wishes 
to yield control over the waterway and the 533- 
square-mile Canal Zone to Panam a in the year 
2000. 
The negotiators no doubt feel they have ac­ 
complished a difficult feat, but the hardest part 
lies ahead: to convince the required 67 U.S. 
senators that it is in the national interest to ratify 
a new canal treaty. 
While a word-by-word treaty hasn’t yet been 
written, the outlined agreem ent seems fair to 
both sides. 
The Panam anians made m ajor concessions: 
letting the Americans run the canal for 23 more 
years; accepting a U.S. m ilitary presence until 
2000; agreeing that U.S. forces could return after 
that date to defend the canal, and scaling down 
their annual rental demands to $50 million, 
which can be covered by canal tolls. 
Unfortunately the canal issue is an emotional 
one in this country and a violent debate can be 
expected. 
Ronald 
Reagan and 
other 
con­ 
servatives are fond of declaiming, “ We bought 
it, we paid for it, we built it and we ought to keep 
it.” 
In fact, “we built it” is about the only accurage 
part of the statem ent. We didn’t buy it; Teddy 
Roosevelt used to admit proudly that he “took” 
the Canal Zone and all but blackmailed Panama 
into ratifying the one-sided 1903 treaty giving the 
United States rights there “ in perpetuity." 
However, it’s pointless to argue about ancient 
history. W'hat this country got away with in an 
era of imperialism is not what it should practice 
today. It makes more sense to argue about the 
canal’s value, which is much exaggerated by its 
adm irers 
Diplomatically it is a handicap It is seen 
throughout Latin America as proof of “ Yankee 
imperialism ” and thus harm s the nation’s in­ 
terests in the hemisphere. 
Strategically it is obsolete. 
Big aircraft 
carriers, large 
naval vessels and 
modern 
tankers cannot fit through it. That is why this 
country built a two-ocean Navv. Also, the canai 


is indefensible; in wartim e one Soviet subm arine 
could close it with one nuclear missile. 
Economically the canal is overrated. It now 
carries only two per cent of this country’s coast- 
to-coast trade. And by the year 2000 its m ilitary 
and economic value will be less than today’s. 
Americans ought to try to look $t the canal 
through Panamanian eyes. It was Stolen from 
them It is an open wound dividing their country, 
diminishing their nationhood It is their main 
natural resource — held by foreigners 
There are only 1.7 million Panam anians but 
they are united in their determination to regain 
the Canal Zone 
If the Senate succumbs to 
demogoguery and jingoism and defeats the 
treaty, one can expect guerrilla w arfare and 
sabotage of the canal. 
In their struggle the Panam anians will have 
the backing of all Latin America Should this 
country risk a nasty little tropical Vietnam over 
a waterway that isn’t worth much anymore? 
At It Again... 


Those odd, unearthly creatures you see 
slogging through the sports pages are not 
fugitives from “Star W ars.”

Jim kept his thoughts to 
him self. Two soldiers with 
rifles stood outside his cell 
watching the pain gray the 
features erf the prisoner and 
sink his eyes in darkness.

All the good men were dead 
Connolly knew that The time 
was Easter Monday, 2 AM. A

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in the White House, a towering 
Texan courageously confronted 
the shame of a century and told 
his countrymen that “we shall 
overcome.” 
But where, on issues like 
busing and abortion, is that 
glorious 
moral 
certitude 
of 
yesteryear? How can members 
of Congress be expected to 
discern 
the 
paths 
of 
righteousness, let alone follow 


them, when our society is so 
deeply 
and 
passionately 
divided on such questions? 
Take busing, for example, 
since it falls within the racial 
context we commonly associate 
with “civil rights” issues. 
Where is it written, in the 
laws of man or God, that busing 
is a “right,” civil or otherwise? 
It is no more than a tool to 
rem edy 
past 
w rongs 
and 
prom ote a 
goal 
of 
equal 
educational opportunity. Like 
any m eans to an end, its ef­ 
fectiv en ess is a legitim ate 
subject for debate. Rejecting 
the m eans does not necessarily 
signify a disavowal of the end. 
Abortion is an even stickier 
test of congressional com ­ 
m itm ent to civil rights. Both 
the House and Senate have 
voted to deny federal funding 
for abortions sought by women 
too poor to pay for them on their 
own. 
O bviously, 
that 
is 
a 
discrim inatory act since af­ 
fluent women will still be able 


to obtain abortions with a 
doctor’s approval under term s 
of the Supreme Court’s original 
ruling that created such a furor 
earlier in this decade. 
Yet who 
is to 
say 
that 
congressmen who refuse to vote 
for public financing of abor­ 
tions are violating civil rights of 
the poor if they 
genuinely 
believe that the willful ter­ 
m ination 
of 
a 
pregnancy 
constitutes a denial of the most 
fundamental right of all, the 
right to live? 
The other votes cited by ADA 
as 
proof of congressional 
backsliding on civil rights in­ 
volved 
V ietnam 
veterans 
benefits, gay rights and “af­ 
firmative action” procedures of 
HEW 
ADA detects in all of these a 
p a ttern 
of 
congressional 
hostility towards “the rights of 
the poor, minorities, women 
and those choosing a life style 
different from the norm.” And 
the liberal group bemoans “the 
absence of any visible public 
outrage” at such actions by 
longtime civil rights advocates. 
Perhaps civil 
rights sup­ 
porters have been napping, as 
ADA seems to feel. But maybe 
they simply failed to share 
ADA’s 
perceptions 
of what 
constitutes a 
“civil 
rights” 
issue.

Strike-Made Blackouts? 


WASHINGTON — Fear is 
stranger than fiction. We re in 
the midst of a weird Kafka-like 
m iners' revolt in the nation’s 
most vital coal fields 
Few in official circles, these 
sum m ery days, appear to be 
disturbed. Fewer are watching 
or monitoring. Yet alm ost half 
the nation’s pits early this week 
w ere shut by w ild catters. 
Tough coaldiggers didn’t hide 
their fright 
A few hands full of expertly 
organized cadres and caucuses 
— m any of th eir 
leaders 
o rato rieally , cu ltu rally and 
organizationally, 
obviously 
university 
m en 
— 
have 
whipped strike fever to such 
rebellion that 80,000 men have 
been idle. Their union contract 
means nothing. Their national 
leaders even less. 
T H E 
N E O -R A D IC A L 
“proletarian culture” of the 
rebel movement was obvious in 
skillfully written leaflets and 
expertly wielded 
rifles 
and 
shotguns 
Rarely have physical and 
psychological weapons been so 
agilely handled including the 
manipulation of raw fear. One 
recent morning some officers of 
the United 
M ine 
W orkers 
iUMWi District 17, Charleston, 
W. Va., were forcibly ejected 
by outlaw strikers now battling 
the national office’s efforts to 
get the men back to work 
Later, pickets attem pted to 
close other union offices. Still 
late r the leader of UMW 
District 6 in Ohio was phoned at 
home and warned not to open 
his headquarters. 
CARAVANS RACED from 
W est V irginia into nearby 
states Miners in Pennsylvania, 


Ohio and Illinois were warned 
to stay out of the pits. Few 
appear to know just who, or 
what, is motivating a pro-strike 
“movem ent.” 
One West Virginia legislator 
says the provocateurs a re 
young neo-radicals from the 
Universities of California and 
Michigan. The old spirits now 
pivoting on 30 years of age — of 
the right-to-strike group are 
still agitating, still orating, still 
renouncing the national UMW 
leaders, and denouncing the 
government and the coal mine 
owners. 
Fam iliar faces of Chicago’s 
“Revolutionary 
Union” 
(the 
RU) are whirling around 
SCORES OF THOUSANDS of 
coaldiggers have been striking 
for more than two months — 
just as they hit the bricks last 
sum m er 
and 
the sum m er 
previous. Some 18 million tons 
of coal have been lost in recent 
months. The UMW retirem ent 
and health funds are losing $1 
million daily in royalties. 
Word is that the pension trust 
may not be able to mail its 
checks. Possibly no cash to 
cover. 
The 
co ald ig g ers’ 
prized 
health cards are worth half 
what they were a year ago 
because of the slash in benefits. 
H ospitals and clinics may 
close. 
Yet the miners strike, despite 
the medical requirements of 
their families and the sub- 
sidtence needs of their retired 
old folks, knowing that the 
longer they strike the less will 
their pension and health and 
welfare funds be worth.

The coaldiggers know that 
the White House goal for 1985 is 
a super production of 1.3 billion 
tons of coal a year, an 85 per 
cent increase. This m eans 
steady employment. More jobs. 
Higher pay Perhaps as much 
as $700 and $800 a week per 
miner in cash and fringes. 
Some insiders say that the 
rem n an ts of the so-called 
Miners' Committee to Defend 
the Right to Strike now have 
new blood, young adherents 
and are motivated by a simple 
anti-owner rebellious 
policy. 
Some say there are “out­ 
siders” whom Arnold Miller, 
the physically and politically 
exhausted UMW president, 
asks please, please go away. 
One “right to striker” is a 
skilled agitator from Sweden. 
SOME OBSERVERS believe 
that some of the leaders of this 
illegal strike — one of the 
largest in history — simply 
want to cut down the reserve 
coal stockpiles at steel mills, 
utilities and other vital plants.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Americans have been inventing 
things since, well, since they 
invented A m erica. 
In two 
cen tu ries 
m ore than 
four 
million federal patents have 
been Issued for individual or 
collective genius: for Morse’s 
telegraph, for Bell’s telephone, 
for 
E d iso n ’s 
incandescent 
lamp, for F^llek’s grapefruit 
shield 
F allek’s grapefruit 
shield? 
Joseph Faliek was respon­ 
sible for th at one, patent 
num ber 
1,661,036, 
issued 
in 
February of 1927. The invention 
was designed to be attached to 
the fruit, as a kind of mud flap, 
where it was guaranteed to 
protect the eater from a squirt 
in the eye. Ah, yes, whatever 
would we do without it? 
And what also would we do 
w ithout 
the chew ing 
gum 
locket: It was patented in 1889, 
num ber 395,515. The creator 
described it as an object for 
holding used gum “with safety, 
cleanliness and convenience.” 
Thus secured, around the neck, 
the 
gum 
w as 
handy 
for 
rechewing 
and also 
hidden 
“from the hands of persons to 
whom it doesn’t belong.” 
Quite obviously, not all of 
Am erica’s four million patents 
have 
becom e 
household 
fav o rites. 
Inventors, 
like 
songwriters, give birth to fewer 
hits than misses. Lonely is the 
genius who labors 
in 
his 
workshop for the progress of 
m an; lonelier still is he who 
succeeds merely in finding a 
solution which is worse than the 
problem . 
T ake 
T hom as 
B est, 
for 
example. Early this century he 
was struck by the fact that 
some people had sunken cheeks 
and therefore looked to him 
“em aciated.” So he invented a 
“cheek expanding pad,” two of 
which were to be used as falsies 
for the mouth. Unfortunately, 
they m ade wearers look like 
they really were sick, with 
mumps; they bombed. 
Then there was the classic 
fire escape invention of 1879. It 
w as 
in a ctu ality a 
sm all 
K 
a ra c h u te which could be 
uckled to a fire victim’s head 
so that he “ may safely jum p out 
of the window of a burning 
building.” There is no record of 
whether it was ever tried; if it 
was, no survivor has come to 
public attention. 
Incid en tally , fire escape 
inventions have been frequent. 
One man m arketed a device in 
the 1920’s which he called a 
cocoon; the w earer would get in 
it, blow it up like an innertube 
and allegedly hit the ground 
with a bounce. Also there is 
patent num ber 323,416; a pair of 
elastic suspenders that may 
also be used as a fire-escape 
rope. 
Very often, according to the 
US. Patent Office, inventions 
have 
m erely 
been 
im ­ 
provem ents 
on 
other 
in­ 
ventions. 
Such 
as 
Phillip 
Anthony’s patented privy of 
1886. Not content with just a hut 
over a hole, inventor Anthony 
created a privy on wheels — it 
rolled over the hole when in use 
and 
then 
rolled 
aw ay 
to 
facilitate clean up. 
Of course, that privy could 
also be outfitted with an 
“ improvement in privy seats” 
which was patented in 1869 To 
eliminate discomfort and to 
increase 
mobility, 
the 
seat 
inventor attached rollers to his 
sit-dow ner. The patent a p ­ 
plication said the rollers were a 
security, and convenience and 
would “precipitate the user on 
to the floor." 
Convenience. It’s a word that 
appears again and again on US. 
patent 
descriptions. 
It 
was 
obvibusly what the inventor of 
the “ m ale bicycle seat” had in 
mind when he hollowed out the 
padding for convenience of the 
genitals. It was also what J.C . 
Boyle considered when in 1896, 
he invented a fully autom atic, 
self-tipping derby. 
But 
necessity, 
not 
con­ 
venience, is more often the 
mother of invention. And so, in 


1898, som eone invented an 
electrical 
bedbug 
ex ­ 
terminator. In 1905, Emm ie and 
Emily Thayer devised a “no 
hands” makeup m irror which 
was hooked to one’s ears. And. 
in 1907, Ignatius Soares created 
an ominous contrivance to be 
worn for reshaping noses. 
Not all of the inventions of 
necessity 
have 
been 
so 
frivolous. L ast century an 
u n d ertak er 
nam ed 
Aimon 
Strowger found that the central 
telephone operator was tipping 
his competitor whenever the 
party lines reported a com­ 
munity death. 
To 
fix 
that 
o perator, and to save his 
business, Strowger invented the 
direct dialing system. 
And yet for every invention 
that has filled a need, there 
have been many others that 
haven’t. Balloons powered by 
eagles. Shoulder braces to keep 
students from slouching at their 
desks. In 1882 a man invented 
an alarm clock which, at the 
appointed hour, dropped a 
large fram e of wooden blocks to 
beat 
on 
the 
unfortunate 
sleepyhead. 
What’s more, this kind of 
genius is not on the wane. Many 
of today’s inventions also seem 
destined for utter obscurity. 
Recently, Emm a Zmijewski of 
Brooklyn 
patented 
an 
in­ 
strum ent to prevent sleeping 
couples from breathing on one 
an o th er; 
and 
a 
p air 
of 
imaginative Floridians 
have 
just created a genuine “ power- 
driven fingernail file.” 
But don’t laugh. Who’s to say 
about crativity? They scoffed 
at Fulton’s steamboat, and 
Chester Carlton had a devil of a 
time finding early support for 
his autom atic copier. Perhaps, 
as the years go by, for one 
reason or another, Joe Fallek’s 
g rap efru it shield m ay yet 
sweep the nation, along with the 
chewing gum locket.

away. It brought immediate 
protests from residents around

Most of the thousands of

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Relaxes Martial Laws 
Marcos Releases Foes 


M ANILA, Philippines (U P I) 
— President Ferdinand M ar­ 
cos, in a sweeping relaxation of 
his tough martial-law regime, 
announced today he will free 
political prisoners, lift an 
overnight curfew and hold local 
elections in 1978. 
“ I have no intention of 
leaving as a legacy for our 
people 
the institution of a 
command society,” Marcos 
told the opening session of the 
World Law Conference, whose 
main topic is human rights. 
“ We 
are 
moving 
irretrievably toward normalcy 
as we come closer to a solution 
of the southern secessionist 
movement as well as the leftist 
and rightist rebellion and the 
economic crisis.” 


Marcos said that as of Sun­ 
day, he had granted amnesty to 
convicted subversives and 
ordered the 
release of all 
martial-law prisoners not yet 
tried or placed under the 
jurisdiction ot military tribu­ 
nals. 
Government documents show 
the Marcos regime holds more 
than 330 political 
prisoners, 
although it was not known how 
many would be affected by the 
amnesty. 
The amnesty grant 
was 
similar to one Marcos issued 
last year to entice Moslem 
secessionists in the Philippine’s 
southern provinces to end the 
lengthy war that left more than 
10,000 persons dead.

Marcos also said a 1 a.m. to 4 
a.m. curfew and an internation­ 
al travel ban on Filippinos that 
were part of the martial laws 
were also lifted as of Sunday 
and some local elections will be 
held within a year. 
The elections for provincial 
governors and city and town 
mayors would be the first local 
balloting held in the Philippines 
since 1969, two years before 
Marcos imposed martial law on 
Sept. 23, 1972. 
The president said he will 
also initiate inquiries in 1978, 
presumably through a referen­ 
dum, on elections for other 
government positions that he 
did not specify. 
Marcos’ political opponents 
praised the announcement but 
remained skeptical of his 
motives. 
“The speech and promises 
don’t amount to anything,” said 
Joker Arroyo, a lawyer for 
many political prisoners. “ I 
don’t think the rhetoric will 
match the action.” 


Marcos gave no indication of 
whether he planned to lift all 
martial laws or hold national 
elections.

After Pipeline Shutdown 
Oil Tankers Loading 
Resumes At Valdez 


VALD EZ, Alaska (U P I) — 
Oil tankers are taking on their 
cargo of Alaskan crude for the 
first time since “ human error” 
shut down the trans-Alaska 
pipeline nearly a week ago. 
The Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co. 
began 
pumping 
430,000 
barrels of North Slope oil in- 
ot the Overseas Alaska on 
Sunday night as the Exxon New 
Orleans prepared to move into 
the Valdez terminal berth when 
the Alaska 
finishes 
loading 
today. 
Five other tankers waited at 
anchor, at a cost of $1,000 an 
hour, in Prince William Sound 
for their turns at the terminal 
Alyeska officials expect to load 
an average of one tanker a day. 
The oil is flowing at a rate of 
better than 500,000 barrels a 
day through the pipeline. The 
pumps were started again 
Saturday after a four-day 
shutdown, but it took pipeline 
workers several 
hours 
to 
“ pack” the line and bring it up 
to full pressure. The thick crude 
is pumped at Valdez into huge 
storage tanks, which had to be 
partially filled before loading 
could start again. 
The pipeline was shut down 
Aug. 15 for the seventh time 
since the operation began when 
three drain valves were acci­ 
dentally left open at Pump 
Station No. 9 south of Fair­ 
banks. spilling 30 barrels of 
crude oil into the pumphouse. 


During the shutdown Alyeska 
officials ordered a modification 
in the drainage system along 
the entire 800-mile pipeline 
route. 


“ It was a good system en­ 
vironmentally, but safetywise 
it was not a good design,” said 
Jack Turner, head of the 
Interior Department’s Pipeline 
Office in Anchorage. 


Other tankers still waiting 
their turn include the Overseas 
Chicago, Prince William Sound, 
ARCO 
Prudhoe 
Bay, 
Manhattan and the Mobile 
Meridian. 
Each 
ship 
is 
estimated to cost 
the oil 
companies $1,000 an hour to 
maintain at anchorage or 
moorage whether empty or 
loaded.

Ethiopia Admits 
150 Troops Killed 
In Somali Fight 


N AIRO BI, Kenya (U P I) - 
Ethiopia admitted today 150 of 
its troops ;5 e killed and 250 
wounded in a major battle 
against Somali forces raging at 
Dire Dawa, Ethiopia’s main 
Ogaden Desert 
outpost and 
third largest town. 
The casualty report, broad­ 
cast by Eth iopia’s official 
radio, was the Addis Ababa 
regime’s first specific account 
of its troop losses since fighting 
began in early Juhe. 
About 500 Somali 
soldiers 
also were killed in the fighting 
and several hundred more were 
wounded, the radio said. 
The latest combat reports 
said the battle at Dire Dawa 
and fighting at the 
nearby 
walled city of Harar were 
raging and also announced for 
the first time that several other 
important towns already had 
fallen to Somali insurgents. 
The Ethiopian high command 
earlier said 
its forces 
had 
destroyed 18 Somali warjets in 
the last four weeks of the desert 
fighting and the Somali Air 
Force had been ‘‘rendered 
almost ineffective.” 
The high command said its 
warplanes downed one Somali 
MIG21 in a dogfight over the 
eastern front Sunday and 
ground forces two days earlier 
destroyed a second Somali jet 
as the battle at Dire Dawa 
raged. 
Somalia has 66 combat air­ 
craft, supplied by the Soviet 
Union, compared with Ethi­ 
opia’s 36 US.-built aircraft. 
The Western Somali Libera­ 
tion Front claimed its guerril­ 
las had destroyed about 30 of 
the Ethiopian warplanes in the 
Ogaden, where they claim to 
control 97 per cent of the 
territory. 


JA K A R TA , Indonesia (U P I) 
— The death toll from what 
may have been the world’s 
strongest recorded earthquake 
rose today with reports of a 
massive tidal wave shooting 
1,200 feet into one island. 
Officials said they counted 57 
persons dead, 72 missing and 23 
seriously injured in the disaster 
triggered by the quake Friday 
that registered 7.7 on the open- 
ended Richter scale. 
But casualty reports have 
been received only from Bali, 
Lombok and Sumbawa — the 
three major islands 
in the 
Eastern Indonesia group — and 
officials feared the death toll 
would rise as other islands 
reported. 
European seismologists have 
said the quake may have been 
the strongest ever recorded. 
Jakarta newspapers quoted 
Sumbawa Chief Administrator 
Hassan Usman as saying his 
region was hit hardest by the 
massive 
tidal 
waves 
that 
followed the tremor. 
In Lunyuk subdistrict on the 
island’s southern coast, the 
waves rushed 1,200 feet inland, 
leaving in their wake 26 dead, 
69 missing and nine seriously 
injured, local officials said. 
The 
Jak arta 
newspaper 
Kompas 
reported 
heavy 
damage at Awang, a fisher­ 
men’s village on the south 
Central 
Coast 
of 
Lombok 
island, east of the fabled island 
of Bali. 
Tidal waves that reached 20 
feet high killed 18 persons and 
injured 11, and two other 
persons were missing, local 
officials said About 110 build­ 
ings were destroyed by waves 
that reached nearly 60 feet 
high. 
Bali also was pounded by 
tidal waves, but they were not 
as massive as the others and 
the seawalls along the interna­ 
tional tourist hotels on Sanur 
and Kuta beaches held back 
most of the waters.

tion that a hot cup of tasty tea 
would signal the end of a hard 
winter and the glories of a 
gentle spring. 
Then in 1960 the Food and 
Drug 
Administration found 
out that the root of sassafras 
contained flavor oils that 
caused liver cancer in rats 
and it didn’t take too much to 
do the job either Lung tumors 
were also observed I know of 
no study that links sassafras 
tea with heart disease or that 
show it to be beneficial in this 
regard either. 
But science has triumphed 
in the long run. The root beer 
makers have found new 
flavoring agents that taste 
more like sassafras than the 
old sassafras and the candy 
manufacturers have used new 
preparations for that distinc­ 
tive flavor for some candies. 
So you can still get the 
sassafras flavor without the 
cancer — and that is progress 
— even though you might not 
think so on an early spring day 
when you have a yen for a hot 
cup of sassafras tea and find 
out the FDA has banned it

DEAR POLLY — How do you get creases out of 
clothes after lengthening them?

Each 
time I think must be the last but the mail always has so 
many requests for a repeat that I have com e to the con­ 
clusion that everyone is lengthening hems. Please cut 
out the following and save it for future reference. 
Wring a cotton cloth (I use a piece of an old sheet) out 
of a mixture of half and half WHITE vinegar and water 
and use that as a pressing cloth with a hot iron. I have 
even used full strength WHITE vinegar on stubborn 
lines but first always test on your particular fabrjc.
